Another investigator concludes from his 
lindings that if it were not for interest in 
interscholasiic sports, there would be a 
marked increase in dropouts and various 
forms of delinquency.

Thus the law-abiding citizen may take 
whai consolation he can from the fact 
that the pickpocket isn't likely to try to 
sell him some phony oil stocks. 
4. I ruc. Studies show that a triad of be- 
haMoral symptoms—selling fires, chronic 
bed-wetting and mistreatment of animals 
—is indicative of an antisocial personality 
in the making. If a child shows these 
signs, the alert parent will recognize them 
and realize that the child needs special 
guidance and understanding. 
5. False. Psychological studies show that 
they do it because, to them, it is exhila­ 
rating and evening and provides a means 
of hitting out at society, which they feel 
has stacked the cards against them. As 
one authority who has completed an 
investigation of the causes for vandalism 
observes. *’Our research indicates that 
the physical act of smashing, banging 
and breaking is very pleasurable in itself.

Bureau of Social Science 
Research specialist Lynn A. Curtis cites 
a typical example of victim participation 
in armed and unarmed robbery where 
the victim otfers “ lemptalion-opportuni- 
lies": "A man Hashes a roll of money 
at a bar or restaurant and then makes 
his way homeward on a dark street at 
night.” It's further noted that the victims 
in an increasingly large number of thefts 
and burglaries cooperate with the crimi­ 
nal almost to the extent that an accom­ 
plice would—by leaving the keys in iheir 
cars, or leaving their 
houses unlocked.
